Lexington. Ky., Oct. 19.— Bight men, 
455 gallons of whisky, four automo- 
biles, a speed truck and a small arsen- 
al of firearms were captured early 
this morning liy federal prohibition 
agents from I.c.viMj;lon and Louisville 
at Itio I'erryville bridge In Uoyle coun- 
ty, following a guil flKhl In which for- 
ty or fifty EholB were fired. .Nobody 
was Injured on either side. 

The eight men were brought to Lex- 
ington and lodged In Jail. They were 
to be arraigned before L'nlted States 
Commissioner Charles N. Wiard this 
afternoon on charges of conspiracy to 
violate the national . prohibition act 
and of transporting whisky. The 
cargo of 410 galloni of high prpot red 
whisky was taken to Frankfort for 
storage. The remainder of the catch, 
forty-five gallons ot moonshine, waa 
poured out where It was captured. 

The men arrested gave the names of 
E. A Brady, 1701 Holman street, Cov- 
ington; L. Howard. Covington; B. 
MorKm. Covington; J. T. Williams, 
I'aris; Howard Hayden, Paris; Edgar 
Crawford. I'aris; Pete Llnvllle. J'arls; 
Jolinny Myers, Le\inf;ton 

The oflloers wcr unable to determine 
where the liquor was stolen. 

The whisky was brought to tbis city 
and stored In the basement of the poet- 
ofllce. 

Records of the automobile depail- 
mcnt at Frankfort ohows that the li- 
cense on the seven-passenger car cap- 
tured was issued to B. A. ,Brady, 1701 
Holman street, Covington. The records 
here did not show to whom the truck 
license wae issued. The truck was 
practically new and oontaiaed Kenton 
county license Na 20037. 

The catch was mide In four Install- 
ments and Included three separate sets 
of whisky runners, accori}ing to Pro- 
hiblilon Agent B. F. Vnthank, ot the 
l,e\ington oRlce, who was a member of 
Ihe riiiding party. 

'llie ilnee men from Covington, It Is 
claimed, belonged to the "red liquor 
party ' and four others, alleged by the 
olllcers to be members of the same 
gang, escaped. Tho four nieu from 
Paris w ere captured In a small touring 
car, which conUlned IS gaUona of 
moonshine. 

The man giving his name as Johnny 
Myers, of Lexington, was in a road- 
ster, alone, except tor SO gallons et 
monshino whisky, the offlcers said. 

Prohibition agents here say thky be- 
lieve the red whUky' seised this moro' 
Ing Is part of the loot from the Rugby 
distillery in Lioulsvllle which was rob- 
bed of (60,000 woi'th of whisky Mon< 
day night. They declined to give de- 
tails concerning the Information upon 
which they base this belief, but de- 
clarod that tbo "whole scheme" will 
be bared In court

SECOND CONYICnON \% 
PEN SENTENGEJAYS COURT 

Court of AppeaN Holds Tbat Second 
ConvlcUon Under Dry Law Carries 
Wtth Tern lu State Pealeattary. 

FYankfort, Ky., Oct. 17. — On a sec 
ond conviction for unlawful possession 
of whisky the punishment is confine- 
ment in the penitentiary and not a 
Jail sentence, fine and peace bond. 

This opinion waa handed down to- 
day by Chief Justice Hurt of the Court 
of Aj>peal8 In dismissing the petition 
of the City of Bowling Qreen for a 
writ of prohibition to restrain County 
Judge Charlea Drake from isaulng a 
writ of haebous corpus to Les Turner, 
who on the second convitftlon of un- 
lawful possession of whisky was fined 
1300, given a pail sentence of sixty 
days and placed under a $6,000 peace 
bond. 

In view of the fact that the law pro- 
vide) a penitentiary sentence for the 

second conviction of unlawfully liav- 
ins; In possession intoxleatini; liquors 
the Court of Appeals held that the 
police court did not have the jiowor to 
require hond of Turner on the second 
conviction and that order hcing void. 
Turner's confinement In jail under it 
was not authorized. Therefore, the 
court said, the County Judge, had Jur- 
isdiction to grant a writ of haebus 
corpus to discharge him.
